I  truly  look  forward  to  being  a  part  of  this  time  of 
transformation  at  College  of  The  Albemarle — I  hope 
you  will  join  me. 
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The  founding  of  College  of  The  Albemarle  in  December  1960  was  an  act  of 
civic  enthusiasm  and  the  culmination  of  a  great  deal  of  hard  work  on  the  part  of 
many  citizens  of  Pasquotank  County.  These  individuals  shared  a  vision  that 
every  person  should  have  an  equal  opportunity  to  obtain  a  college  education. 
COA's  history  has  been  characterized  by  continued  labor  and  thought,  initially 
to  establish  an  adequate  physical  plant,  later  to  broaden  the  variety  of  programs 
available  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  the  citizens  in  the  college's  seven 
county  service  area,  including  Camden,  Chowan,  Currituck,  Dare,  Gates, 
Pasquotank,  and  Perquimans. 

With  local  interest  beginning  to  develop  in  1957,  the  Elizabeth  City  Chamber  of 
Commerce  began  to  focus  on  establishing  a  comprehensive  community  college. 
In  1959,  Charles  Gordon,  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee,  agreed  to  chair 
the  newly  established  community  college  committee  with  members  Bill  Wagoner, 
J.  Carroll  Abbott,  J.  Henry  LeRoy,  and  John  Moore.  These  gentlemen  found  the 
next  several  months  filled  with  numerous  meetings,  much  hard  work,  frustration, 
and  disappointment,  but  they  continued  to  persevere  through  these  difficult  times. 
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Shortly  after,  a  charter  was  issued  on  December  16,  1960,  the  first  under  the  state 
system,  and  the  first  Board  of  Trustees  was  appointed  for  College  of  The  Albemarle. 
The  college  opened  its  doors  in  the  old  Albemarle  Hospital  Building  on  Riverside 
Avenue  to  its  first  freshman  class  of  113  students,  on  September  21,  1961.

Almost  fifty  years  after  receiving  its  charter  and 
the  first  students  beginning  classes,  College  of 
The  Albemarle  presents  a  striking  contrast  with 
its  rather  humble  beginnings.  The  differences 
between  the  early  years  and  now  would  astound 
people  and  these  differences  apply  to  every 
category  of  quantifiable  measurement:  the 
number  of  programs  and  courses,  students, 
faculty  and  staff,  campus  space,  buildings,  and 
equipment.  The  initial  curriculum  enrollment  in 
September  1961  was  113  students;  1,487  began 
the  1984-1985  school  year;  today  over  5,000 
students  are  served  each  year  by  COA.  And 
let  us  not  forget  the  residents  served  by  our 
Corporate  and  Continuing  Education  programs, 
serving  over  9,400  students  in  2009. 

As  COA's  eighth  president,  Lynne  M.  Bunch  served 
the  college  for  over  27  years,  with  the  last  eight 
years  of  her  time  as  president.  While  Lynne 
retired  in  March  2010,  her  work  at  the  college 
is  ever  present.  The  college  successfully 
completed  a  SACS  accreditation;  expanded 
curriculum  programs — primarily  in  the  areas  of 
health  sciences,  technical/vocational  programs, 
and  marine  sciences;  placed  a  greater  emphasis 
on  corporate  and  public  service  training;  and 
intercollegiate  athletics  was  reinstated  at  the 
college  with  baseball  and  softball  as  the  two 
initial  sports  to  be  offered.  Capital  improvement 
projects  were  also  a  large  part  of  Lynne's  tenure 
as  president.  In  early  2003,  Chowan  County 
offered  COA  space  at  the  former  D.F.  Walker 
Elementary  School,  which  was  renamed  the 
Edenton-Chowan  Campus.  The  Edenton-Chowan

Campus  houses  Industrial  Skills  Technology, 
Culinary  Technology,  and  Corporate  and 
Continuing  Education  programs.  In  partnership 
with  the  YMCA  of  South  Hampton  Roads,  the 
college  built  the  Dr.  Zack  D.  Owens  Health 
Sciences  Center  and  the  Albemarle  Family 
YMCA,  which  opened  in  2004  on  the  campus' 
north  side.  With  this  new  building,  the  college's 
health  science  offerings  were  greatly  expanded 
and  enhanced.  During  the  spring  of  2006,  COA 
was  able  to  move  into  part  of  the  former  Manteo 
Middle  School — recently  renamed  the  Roanoke 
Island  Campus  of  COA.  A  full-scale  renovation 
and  construction  of  the  new  20,000  square 
foot  Professional  Arts  building  on  the  site  has 
recently  been  completed.  These  buildings  are 
home  to  COA's  Welding  Program,  Professional 
Clay,  Professional  Jewelry,  Boat  Building,  HVAC, 
Corporate  and  Continuing  Education,  and  Basic 
Skills  courses.  The  site  also  features  a  gallery 
to  show  works  of  art  from  local  artists,  as  well 
as  student  jewelry  and  pottery.  In  2008,  COA 
partnered  with  Pasquotank  County,  Albemarle 
Health,  Kate  B.  Reynolds  Trust,  College  of 
The  Albemarle  Foundation,  the  Elizabeth  City 
Foundation  and  The  Cannon  Foundation  to 
expand  the  existing  Building  'A'.  With  24,000 
square  feet  of  space,  the  new  building's  first 
floor  houses  the  college's  offices  of  admissions, 
scholarships  and  student  aid,  and  counseling. 
It  also  features  additional  customer  service 
windows,  a  centralized  reception  area,  and 
computer  kiosks  allowing  students  to  register 
for  classes  online.  The  second  floor  of  the  new 
building  houses  two  new  science  labs,  while  the 


existing  labs  in  'A'  building  were  renovated  as  well. 
This  gave  the  campus  a  total  of  five  state-of-the-art 
science  labs.  The  second  floor  also  includes  a  new 
120-seat  tiered  lecture  hall.  The  expansion  connects 
with  the  current  'A'  Building  via  a  glass  atrium. 

As  College  of  The  Albemarle  approaches  its  50'" 
anniversary,  Dr.  Kandi  W.  Deitemeyer,  COA's  ninth 
president,  has  stated,  "It  is  true  that  our  college  has 
a  rich  history  of  providing  exceptional  educational 
and  workforce  development  opportunities  for  our 
seven  county  service  area.  We  know  that  our 
success  has  come  from  building  relationships  with 
community  partners  who  supported  the  vision  of 
what  COA  could  mean  to  the  region.  That  vision  is 
still  unfolding  today  and  as  we  move  toward  the  next 
fifty  years,  we  look  forward  to  continuing  to  engage 
and  affect  the  lives  of  our  citizens — helping  them 
fulfill  their  aspirations,  hopes,  and  dreams." 


OUR  NEXT  50  YEARS 
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Following  appointment  by  the  College  of  The 
Albemarle  Board  of  Trustees  on  February 
19,  2010,  and  approval  by  the  State  Board  of 
Community  Colleges  on  March  19,  2010, 
Dr.  Kandi  W.  Deitemeyer  became  College  of  The 
Albemarle's  ninth  president  on  April  16,  2010. 
She  brings  to  College  of  The  Albemarle  eighteen 
years  of  experience  in  higher  education  with 
fifteen  of  those  years  within  community  college 
systems.  In  those  systems,  she  has  provided 
leadership  within  both  multi-campus  and  state 
structured  organizations.  She  has  held  positions 
in  North  Carolina,  Kentucky,  and  Florida. 


Dr.  Deitemeyer  has 
encouraged  individuals  to 
recognize  that  no  other 
community  college  in  NC 
has  the  same  opportunities 
that  we  do. 


In  her  inaugural  address,  President  Deitemeyer 
spoke  of  the  hope  and  transformational 
opportunities  the  northeast  region  has  before  it.

BUILDING  EXCELLENCE 


College  of  The  Albemarle's  Dare  Campus 
underwent  a  major  expansion  in  2010  with  the 
completion  of  a  renovation  and  new  construction 
project  at  the  Roanoke  Island  Campus  in 
Manteo,  NC.  The  venture  added  61,000  square 
feet  to  college  operations  in  Dare  County.  The 
Whiting-Turner  Contracting  Company  and  MBAJ 
Architecture,  both  from  Raleigh,  completed 
the  project  three  months  ahead  of  schedule 
and  under  budget.  The  project  was  funded  by 
$750,000  in  state  bond  money,  and  $7.1  million 
from  the  County  of  Dare. 


The  Roanoke  Island  Campus  offers 
area  residents  access  to  state-of-the- 
art  facilities  and  classrooms  to  engage 
in  teaching,  learning,  and  creating. 
College  of  The  Albemarle  is  excited 
about  the  opportunities  we  can  provide 
our  local  citizens  and  community 
partners  at  our  two  campus  locations. 


The  college's  new  Professional  Arts  building 
houses    state-of-the-art  studios  and  labs  for 
HVAC,  welding,  carpentry  and  boat  building, 
pottery  arts,  jewelry-making  and  metal-smithing, 
and  painting  and  drawing.  The  building  also 
includes  a  professional  art  gallery,  computer  lab, 
and  general  classroom  space.  The  art  gallery  is 
self-sufficient  with  a  dedicated  generator  to  keep 
the  space  climate-controlled  in  case  of  a  major 
power  outage.  The  renovated  space  includes 
administrative  offices,  general  classrooms, 
computer  labs,  health  sciences  facilities,  Basic 
Skills  and  ESL  wings,  a  culinary  center,  and 
conference  room.

Energy  efficiency  and  sustainability  were  factors  in  choosing 
the  HVAC  system,  the  installation  of  cisterns,  and  recycled  materials  such  as  carpeting.

As  we  Strive  Toward  Excellence, 
COA  is  committed  to  a  campus 
consolidation  plan  which  will  create  an 
economic  and  workforce  development 
resource  in  Chowan  County.  The 
campus  consolidation  plan  will  also 
afford  the  citizens  of  Chowan  County 
and  surrounding  areas  a  campus 
environment  more  conducive  to 
effective  teaching  and  learning. 


College  of  The  Albemarle  is  currently  partnering 
with  Chowan  County  to  consolidate  its  two 
campus  locations — the  Administration  Building 
located  on  North  Broad  Street  and  its  new 
campus  location  located  on  North  Oakum 
Street — to  facilitate  a  comprehensive  community 
college  campus  in  Chowan  County.  Stemming 
from  a  county  adopted  resolution  in  support  of 
this  consolidation,  the  college  recognizes  the 
need  for  workforce  and  economic  development 
in  Chowan  County.  With  a  collective  vision, 
the  college  and  county  will  partner  in  grant 
and  fund-raising  opportunities  to  leverage  the 
investment  of  the  long-range  plan  to  include  use 
of  the  two-story  building  at  the  campus  location. 
This  vision  is  where  historical  preservation 
and  celebration  will  be  focused.  The  college 
consolidation  plan  will  result  in  maximizing 
county  resources  and  a  potential  cost  savings  in 
utilities,  maintenance,  and  custodial  services. 

Workforce  Development  training  is  critical 
to  Chowan  County's  local  economy.  Citizens 
who  need  to  train  or  be  retrained  to  enter  the 
workforce  have  local  access  to  Basic  Skills, 
Career  Readiness  Certification,  and  Workforce 
Development  courses  of  various  levels  right  here 
at  home  through  College  of  The  Albemarle's 
Edenton-Chowan  Campus.

The  colleges  Industrial  Technology  Programs,  including  Air  Conditioning,  Heating,  and  Refrigeration 
(HVAC),  Electrical/Electronics  Technology,  and  Culinary  Arts  Technology,  have  record  enrollments  and 
have  served  to  retrain  many  of  the  dislocated  workers  in  our  region. 


Moving  Aviation  Forwfard 


College  of  The  Albemarle's  Aviation  Sheet  Metal  courses,  with  funding  provided  by  the  Golden  LEAF  Foundation 
and  JobsNOW,  are  taking  off  in  northeastern  North  Carolina.  With  classes  beginning  November  2009,  the 
college  has  served  over  100  students,  providing  them  with  new  skills,  and  for  some,  a  new  beginning.  Many  of 
our  sheet  metal  students  came  to  COA  as  dislocated  workers  or  those  who  have  been  unemployed  and  seeking 
work.  Age  doesn't  matter  in  this  class.  The  majority  of  the  students  are  41  to  60  years  old  with  the  next  largest 
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These  programs  are  about  students  and  the  grants  that  the  college  has  received  are  an  investment  in 
North  Carolina,  in  COA  students,  in  new  workforce  development  efforts,  and  an  investment  in  College 
of  The  Albemarle.  The  aviation  program  at  COA  is  a  significant  undertaking,  but  more  importantly,  a 
wonderful  opportunity  for  the  college  and  the  citizens  we  serve.

age  group  being  22  to  30  years  old. 
To  date,  18%  of  our  sheet  metal 
graduates  have  been  hired  by  local 
employers,  some  being  employed 
now  for  over  five  months. 

With  an  infusion  of  a  second 
Golden  LEAF  Foundation  grant  of 
$580,000  in  March  2010,  College 
of  The  Albemarle's  sheet  metal 
program  will  continue  to  grow. 
New  class  training  modules  are 
being  developed  in  areas  such 
as  basic  hydraulics,  avionics, 
advanced  sheet  metal,  welding, 
and  composites.  These  modules 
will  form  an  initial  foundation  that 
will  lead  to  full  implementation 
of  an  FAA  certified  Airframe  and 
Power  Plant  Training  program  in 
the  future.  As  the  college  moves 
forward,  their  community  partners 
continue  to  grow.  In  addition  to  the 
relationships  already  forged  with 
JobsNOW  and  Golden  LEAF,  other 
partners  include  the  Northeast 
Workforce  Development  Board, 
the  City  of  Elizabeth  City,  the 
United  States  Coast  Guard,  DRS 
Technologies,  the  Elizabeth  City/ 
Pasquotank  County  Public  Schools, 
DLS  Engineering  Associates,  Inc. 
and  Telephonies. 


College  of  The  Albemarle,  in  joint  partnership  with 
Elizabeth  City  State  University,  is  working  toward  an  FAA 
certified  Airframe  and  Power  Plant  Training  program. 
COA's  segment  of  this  joint  effort  would  be  to  offer 
the  Aviation  Maintenance  Technician  program.  This 
program  prepares  students  for  employment  or  advanced 
training  in  the  commercial  and  general  aviation  industry. 
Instruction  is  designed  to  prepare  students  for  Federal 
Aviation  Administration  (FAA)  license  examinations  for 
Airframe  and  Power  plant  ratings.  A  joint  facility  to  house 
both  COA's  and  ECSU's  programs,  has  been  initially 
designed.  COA's  portion  of  the  building  will  include 
several  classrooms,  simulation  laboratories,  a  variety  of 
training  aids,  and  hangars  to  accommodate  up  to  four 
general  aviation  aircraft.  While  a  student  of  this  program, 
individuals  will  be  able  to  perform  practical,  hands-on 
training,  as  well  as  actual  aircraft  repair.

ATHLETICS 


For  the  past  few  years,  College  of  The  Albemarle 
has  been  involved  in  a  fund  raising  campaign 
to  reinstate  intercollegiate  athletics  at  the 
college.  Since  state  money  cannot  be  used  to 
fund  athletics,  the  campaign  committee,  headed 
by  Fred  and  Jan  Riley  and  composed  of  local 
citizens,  worked  hard  trying  to  secure  funds 
to  ensure  the  longevity  of  the  program.  With 
approval  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  during 
the  2009-2010  academic  year,  College  of  The 
Albemarle  became  a  member  of  the  National 
Junior  College  Athletic  Association  (NJCAA), 
and  reinstated  intercollegiate  athletics  for  the 
first  time  since  1977. 


During  the  2010-2011  academic  year.  College 
of  The  Albemarle  will  field  its  first  ever  women's 
intercollegiate  softball  team.
